Hi, gang. I'm trying to fix a TS-505A VTVM which has a bad 1 mA FS 
meter movement. I'd like to find out if any of y'all who have fixed 
meter movements before have any advice before I crack open the sealed 
meter case. 


Here are the symptoms: 


x The mechanical zero adjust cannot return the needle to zero; it can 
only get the needle down to about 20% of full scale. 


*x The coil is still intact, but it takes about 1.2-1.5 mA to move the 


needle to full scale. 


x The repeatability is poor. As I turn a fixed current on and off 
(either positive or negative), the needle's "on" and "off" positions 
vary by around +/- 10% of full scale or so. 


x The front coil spring appears to be intact. 


Off the top of my head, I'd guess there may be problems with the 
bearings and/or the rear spring (does it have one? I can't see while 
the case is still on...). 


Does anybody have any suggestions before I crack the case? I haven't 
repaired or adjusted a meter movement before. I searched the archives, 
but didn't find much info relating to meter movement repair other than 
some old threads on meter repair services, and one thread on a meter 
with different symptoms. I plan to repair this one myself.

Bob, 


IF the 6BA6s are replacing earlier pentodes (58, 78 or 6D6), their virtues 
are that a) they have about twice the transconductance = more gain; and b) 
the reduced internal series inductances due to the shorter leads may 
improve gain at higher frequencies for the RF amp(s). 


If he was replacing triodes with them, well, maybe he had a lot of 6BA6s on 
hand... 


If it wer mine, I'd do the usual capactors and stuff and see how it worked. 
If it works well this wasy, I'd keep it this way. Besides, spare 6BA6s are 
easier to find than 78s etc.

Does anyone out there have any information on 
mounting of the BC 610 in a jeep. I have seen a wartime photo showing the 
610 mounted in a jeep but am not sure what receiver they ran with it(1I 
guess the BC 342) . Was the JB 70 control box used or was some custom made 
control box used?? Was a PE-95 generator used or the smaller PE 75. I hope 
there is someone out there who might have some information on this radio 
set up. I believe this modified version of the SCR 399 was for Airborne 
use in the Pacific , as the photo I saw had palmtrees in the background. 
The British had a similar set up in WW2 in a US jeep using the WS 53 xmtr , 
which is as big as the BC 610. They where slated for use in the Pacific as 
larger wireless trucks so equiped could not negotiate the jungle roads as 
well as the smaller jeep.

The SW-3 used a variety of tubes. The most common model used two 

'58's and a '27. 

This was with 2.5 volt heaters. Lots of people just modified the 

doghouse power supply or built their own, but subbed a 6.3 volt 

heater supply. Then they used 

a pair of 6D6's and one '76. The 6D6's are very common and are 

the same pinout. 

Same animal except for the heater. The '76' can be difficult to 

find, but a 6C5, 635 or even a 6C4 will work fine with a 

home-made adapter. 

The last model SW-3 (relatively rare) used a pair of 6K7's or 

6J7's and a 6C6 or 645. 

These also had a switch to rearrange the heater circuit so one 

could make use of octal 1 volt battery tubes if desired. 
Personally, in the model 2 version, I'd stick with 6D6's and 

the '76. The '76 lasts 

practically forever and the 6D6's are still very plentiful and 


cheap if you look in 
the right places. My old Navy RAL-7, RME-69 are both full of 
6D6's! 

A chap named Jim Fred who advertises in Electric Radio makes 
coil forms 
for the SW-3. They have a very oddball 6 pin base that is 
unique. I can't find his 
address at the moment, but I'm sure someone on the reflector has 
it.

Greetings, Troops. 
With the recent arrival of the new Fair catalog, like most of you I noticed 


an item on the rear cover; 375 feet of unused, 75 ohm, RG11 coax (Belden), 
with N connectors, for $49.95. I currently have need for large amounts of 


cable both for general use around the antenna farm, and as phasing lines 
for a directional antenna I've long wanted to try out. 


Gulping hard, I grabbed the phone and plastic and placed an order for three 
rolls. 


After arrival of the box (FYI, 1125 feet of RG11 weighs well over 100 
pounds... I wound up helping the small and very female UPS person wrestle 
it off of the truck ), I tore into it and looked things over. 


I can strongly recommend this stuff. 


It is as advertised, except that the Belden folks relabeled it as DELCO 
cable. It obviously IS unused, looking like it's been properly stored ina 
warehouse for some years... even tho RG8 and RG11 been replaced by the 
RG213 and RG214 in MIL Spec use for years (noncontaminating jacket 
versions), this stuff looks fairly late, probably post-Vietnam war issue, 
possibly as late as Desert Storm. It apparently was intended as cordage for 
some specific radio system; each roll bears a shrink-on label designating 
it as a CG-3164/V. 


The N connectors (crimp-ons) are the most interesting part, and based on 
them I can guess the reason the stuff was declared surplus... but I'll 
get to that later. 


The connector layout is a bit unusual. One end has the conventional male 
plug, but the opposite end has a FEMALE plug, allowing you to use ‘em as 
coaxial "extension cords" without the use of small, easily loseable 
adaptors. Besides this, on each end there are dust caps for the connectors 
(personally, I've never seen a dust cap for a MALE type N before!). The 
caps are on ball chains, and the chains are attached to the cable by 
plastic rings around the cable to prevent cap loss. The whole business at 
the ends came wrapped up in factory packaging materials. 


The connector configuration made it easy to attach all three rolls together 
and tie the whole business to my trusty TDR (Time Domain Reflectometer) to 
get a handle on the cable condition. 


According to a return loss test on the stuff, at 50 MHz I show a loss of 
11.5 Db... not too shabby at that frequency for 1,142 feet of cable (the 
TDR found an extra 18 feet of it that got by the contractor's quality 
control!). It's apparently solid polyethylene dielectric cable, with a 
velocity factor of .66 . 


The TDR showed something else... the probable reason why the cable got 
surplused to begin with. 


A TDR printout of the cable showed low impedance "bumps" on it at the 


connectors, which caused faint pulse echos at intervals of aprox. 125 feet 
along the entire length. 


It looks to me like the contractor goofed. This 75 ohm cable is apparently 
fitted with 50 ohm version N connectors!!! Not a real big problem with 
boatanchor rigs (unlike sandboxes, a BA will load ANYTHING, damned near!), 
but something one should be aware of if considering buying this stuff for 
video. 


In any event... I'm happy with it. My HF coax needs are fulfilled for a 


while.
